Berlin, Sept. 14 —It is reported that 
Gerniaoy has decided to take the in- 
iative in resuming diploaiatic action 
designed to iuhtitute an international 
measure against anarchists. 
The con­ 
finement of ynarchists within their re­ 
spective countries will be proposed. 


London. Sept. 14.—The powers are 
getting together to suppress anarchistn 
more rapidly than they are to promote 
the c:iar’s peace plan. 
All suspt cted 
anarchist conspirators will probably, 
when caught, be imprisoned for life as 
one criminally insane. 
Evidence it is 
ordinarily understood, will 
not be 
necessary 
to convict. 
Such is the 
panicky feeling that to punish one 
guilty man will be thought worth the 
cost of injustice to nine who are inno­ 
cent. 
A general exodus of anarchists 
to the United .States is expected and 
has probably already begun.

boys to exchanf^e compliments. The 
men presented the colonel with 
u 
bronze 
replica, 
“The 
Buckinjj 
Uroncho, ’ purchased by |)opular sub­ 
scription, and to the sincere presenta­ 
tion speech of the men’.s spoke^tiian, 
Private Murphy, Col. lioosevolt said 
in part; 


“I am proud of this rcijlment because 
ll is a typical American rejiltuent. The 
hiundation of the rcjjiinent was the cow 
puncher, and wu have him hero in 
bron/.e. No ^^ift could have been so 
apDi’opriaLe us this bronze of Frederick 
iicininj^^ton. The men of the west and 
south west—horsemen, 
rillemen 
and 
herders—have been the backbone of 
this rejfiment, which demonstrates that 
Uncle Sam has anot her reserve of fijxht- 
in^ men to call upon if the necesntty 
arises. The west stands ready to fiive 
lens of thousands of men like you, and 
we arc only samples of the fighters the 
west can put forth. 


“ Besides the cow pvincher this regl» 
nicnt contained men from every section 
of the country, every state In the union 
and bocuu.se of that wu fuel proud of it. 
it is primarily an xXmerican regiment 
and it is American because It is com- 
po.sed of all races which have made 
America their country by adoption and 
those who have claimed it as their In- 
lierltance.” 


At the close of the colonelspeech 
the men responded enthusiastically to 
a call tor “threa chuors ,for the ne.xt 
uovernor of New York,” and then Col.

IS IT AN ELEPHANT? 


I d a communication from Mayor 
Braut today the city executive refers 
to the water works system owned by 
BeDton tlarbor as an elephant on the 
hands of the city. Reuiarks of this 
kind are frequently indulged in by 
other intelliafent and usually well in­ 
formed citizens. 


Is the Benton Harbor w^ater works 
an elephant? A little summinfj up of 
facts and iitfures will decide. The 
water works costa the city annually 
$1,500 on an averase. That is, to pay 
the interest on water bonds and keep 
up the water system it is necessary to 
raise that amount by taxation every 
year. There are in the city 118 <lre hy­ 
drants—there will be Hi) in a few days 
—and before 
the city bou}?ht the 
plant water for these hydrants cost the 
city 
$35 per 
year 
each. If 
the 
water system was still owned by a priv­ 
ate corporation the same fire protec­ 
tion as we now have would cost $4.165 
per year. The city would also be pay­ 
ing for the water used in the drinking 
fountains and water t.'oughs in the city 
hall and in the school buildings and 
would 
bo 
paying 
for 
water 
an­ 
nually about $4,500 per year, instead 
of $1,500 as at present. The municipal 
ownership of the water plant is saving 
the city about $3,000 per year. Had 
the water plant been purchased at its 
actual value and money derived from 
water bonds used only for water works 
the showing would be several hundred 
dollars more. 


Benton Harbor could stand a few 
more “elephants” like the water plant. 


T h e N e w s cancot agree with Mayor 
Brant in regard to the lighting propo­ 
sition. The mayor believes that if a 
muuicipal plant is built it should be 
la rg e enough to furnish 150 to 200 arc 
lights, and that arrangements should 
ba made for furnishing power for light 
manufacturing. If the city does its 
own li>(hting it is not necessary to en­ 
te r the commercial field. A Ufty light 
p lan t will save its cost in a few years. 


It is reported that President Mc­ 
Kinley will be satistied if the United 
States only retains the island of Luzon 
in the Philippines. 
Besides this the 
president will demand that the Ameri­ 
cans have as free trading privileges as 
Spain in the entire group. 


T h e republicans will meet at Berrien 
Springs tuiiiorruw to nominate a county 
ticket. It is likely that the present 
officers will be renominated without 
opposition. At least, they ought to be. 


T h e y say that .Mr. Pearl’s electric 
litl'ht proposition is a blutT. In that 
case the council can lift a load of re­ 
sponsibility by calling the blutT.

The Los Angeles Mining Review, re­ 
garded as one of the orightest and 
ablest'mining journals in the tield, pub­ 
lishes the following meritorious article 
on mining and orange growing: 


There are times when it is well to 
stop for a few moments and “size things 
up.” 
This paptr being published in 
the interest of miuing makes no secret 
of its advocacy of miuing as a safe and 
pi ohtable business. 
The days of run- 
iiiig serious risk iu investing money in 
mining properties have passed away; 
improved methuds for handling ores 
ana extracting the gold and other 
metals from tueiu nave eiiminated the 
uncertain chances, so that today min­ 
ing, as an occupation, stands forth as 
reliable and protitabie a business as 
money can be invested in. 


If it were necessary this statement 
might be further emphasized. Without, 
however, insisting on that let us ex­ 
amine for a few tiioments and see how, 
as a busini's» proposition, mining com­ 
pares with the agricultural and horti­ 
cultural industries. 


To the present time the one particu­ 
lar h^.ading industry of southern Cali­ 
fornia has been the raising of citrus 
fruits. 
It is now more than twenty- 
tive years since orange growing was 
commenced as a business, and notwith­ 
standing that the conditions existing

But let It go at tnat and then 
ask wiiat, after deducting e.\pen^( s in­ 
curred each year in the creation of 
that gross revenue of $.‘5,OUO,(JUU, there 
is left for the owners of the properties. 


Take the a»:ricaltural interests and 
ask what better fcecurity they otlei^ for 
investment, and the answer must be, 
none, 
liv the aid of irrigation the or- 
ange-grower can asfure himself a crop 
of greater or less bulk, but the agri­ 
culturist cannot. 
He cannot irrigate 
his wheat and barley fields. 
He is 
compelled to take his <*hances, and it 
mav 
be squarely ami 
fairly asiced 
whether tho experience of the past 
does not siio.v that lie is always taking 
bigger chances of coming out ahead on 
his crop than the mining man does on 
his ore. 


But the intent of this article is not 
to “ bear'’ the horticultural and agri­ 
cultural interests of Southern Califor­ 
nia. nor is it to “buir’ the mining in­ 
terests. 
It is to show as far as it is 
possible to do so v.-ithin the limits of a 
newspaper article, that in the present 
day the mining industry in the south­ 
western region presents as safe an in­ 
vestment for capital as do the other 
two, while a’, the same time giving 
every promi?e of larger returns.
